South Africa recently

n last week's edition we 
covered visits to 
ustralia by budding 
and 


Japanese soccer 
coaches. This week we talk 
about the company who 
make it possible. 

All of these Japanese 
"Soccer Camp" visits have 
been arranged by a North 
Sydney based Company 
“Japan Research and 
Promotions" who have been 
quick to realise the enormous 
potential in these "fields of 
dreams". 

The dreams being the 
ultimate goal for millions of 
Japanese kids, both male and 
female, of playing 
professional football which is 
now a gigantic multi-billion 
dollar industry in what is 
being dubbed, "The Land Of 
The Rising Football.” 

In a recent poll carried out 
among Japanese parents guess 


which career most would 
prefer their sons to enter? 

Here's a clue.; Its sport and 
it ain't Sumo Wrestling or 
baseball. 

The Managing Director of 
JRP is Mr. Michihiko Tamba. 
He and his right-hand man 
Richard Vischer cleared up a 
few more points and queries, 

I asked them why these 
young Japanese students go so 
far and spend so much money 
to be coached in soccer, when 
Japan has excellent foreign 
coaches and facilities right 
there? 

Michihiko Tamba cleared 
that one up. "There are not 
many good quality "Youth 
Development” programs in 
Japan and also, it is actually 
cheaper for young Japanese to 
go abroad than to receive 
soccer coaching in Japan.” 

T suggested that most young 
Australian would laugh at the 
idea of spending their holidays 
in acamp. 


"Let me emphasise that it's 
not a holiday, they take it very 
seriously. It's pure, intensive 
training,” Richard Vischer 
pointed out. 

So where does Australia fit 
in the scheme of things? 
Which is the most popular 
destination? 

Mr. Tamba. "Naturally, 
Brazil. Particularly one soccer 
camp which was started by 
Zico recently. 

“He played in Japan for 
many years and is still very 
popular there." 

JRP began by arranging 
education-related services for 
Japanese students. How did 
they get into this area of 
soccer, I asked? 

“We were looking for a 
highly-structured sports 
program to sell to Japan 
because anything you sell to 
the Japanese in either tourism 
or education, has to be very 
well structured and detailed," 
Vischer said. 


Alagich by chance and found 
that his program met all the 
criteria. We knew there was a 
market in Japan for 
specialised youth soccer 
coaching and so it all fell in 
together perfectly." 

Japanese business methods 
as practiced by JRP are not 
only thorough, but the timing 
is impeccable.

We are also targeting the 
Sydney Olympics and expect 
a boom in Japanese visits as 
we approach the year 2000," 
added Mr. Tamba, Naturally, 
a good percentage of that 
extra influx is expected to be 
young Japanese footballers. 

Australia and Japan have 
one thing in common — in 
both countries, soccer is the 
number one participation sport

Whereas for young 
Australians it remains a week 
end pastime, while the persuit 
of a career — an impossible 
dream, for their Japanese 
equivalents, fame and fortune 


playing their favourite game is’ 


not only tangible, but a 
tealistic aim now. 

However, JRP are as quick 
to pounce on a half chance as 
Jurgen Klinsmann in the 
penalty box and are already 
talking about using their 
influences and contacts within 
the J-League to help young 
Australian footballers to go in 
the opposite direction. 

Mr Tamba reminded me 
that theirs is an "exchange" 
program which means a ‘two- 
way flow’ of traffic and what 
better way to even up the 
balance than helping young 
Aussie players to make a 
career in the J-League — one 
of the richest football leagues 
in the world.

JRP are not dealing in a 
multi-billion dollar industry, 
but if they were, perhaps 
Australia's massive foreign 
trade balance would be 
quickly slashed, 

There are certainly 
Australian businesses out 
there who could learn a lesson 
or two from the foresight, 
efficiency and hard work 
which this small company 
puts into their chosen field. 

J also suspect that if this 
company had Rupert 
Murdoch's multi mega 
millions to play with — 
soccer in Australia would 
rapidly become the big sport 
and business it has threatened 
and promised to be for well 
over a century now.

INDOOR SOCCER KICKS OFF WITH MAJOR SPONSOR 


ustralia’s latest indoor sporting craze — 

Five a Side Indoor Soccer — will officially 

kick-off tomorrow night in New South 
Wales, Victoria, Queensland, the Northern 
Territory and the ACT. 

The competition — which is being run under the 
auspices of the newly formed Australian Indoor 
Soccer (Five-A-Side) Association (AISA) — is 
expected to boast 30,000 members when the first 
season gets under way in mid September. 

AISA teams are already in training in 23 indoor 
sports centres in NSW and 10 centres in Queensland 
as well as centres in Victoria, the ACT and Northem 
Territory with negotiations soon to be finalised with 
Centres in Western Australia, Tasmania and South 
Australia. 

The Secretary of AISA, Mr Laurie Cauchi, said 


the Association was formed earlier this year to 
provide an alternative competition for players and to 
promote, foster and develop the game of five-a-side 
indoor soccer. 

The group behind AISA has also formed the 
Australian Indoor Soccer Referees Association to 
standardise methods of training and accreditation and 
to produce standard Rules and Regulations for the 
game in Australia, 

Mr Cauchi said the AISA competition had already 
attracted the interest of cable television operators and 
a free-to-air television network and had secured the 
major soponsorship of one of Australia’s largest 
home building companies, Pioneer Homes Australia. 

He said a wide range of players in terms of age 
and background had been attracted to indoor soccer 
with the aim of maintaining existing skills, building 
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new skills, keeping fit and having fun. 

"Five-A-Side indoor soccer provides a challenging 
but level playing field for both males and females of 
all ages from all walks of life. 

Mr Cauchi said securing Pioneer Homes Australia 
as the major foundation sponsor of AISA would 
provide a significant boost to the early fortunes of the 
competition. 

Pioneer Homes Australia is Australia's second 
largest home builder, building a total of about 2000 
homes a year in New South Wales, Queensland, 
Victoria and South Australia. In addition, the

South Melbourne's Bob Jane 
Stadium promises plenty. 

When finals football was 
first introduced to decide the 
championship at this level in 
1992, the now sadly 
demolished Middle Park 
ground was home to the 
biggest game of the year. 

The fine tradition 
established there carried on to 
historic Olympic Park — 
ironically another stadium set 
for the scrap heap, at least in 
its current form — in 1995, 
where arguably the best Grand 
Final to date was contested. 

This season it's onwards 
and upwards to the sparkling 
new stadium as the Premier 
League prepares for that one 
special day of the year. 

To celebrate this very 
special week, here's a look 
back at the Grand Final 
history of the elite Victorian 
competition. 


1992 CULINA'S 
REMARKABLE ROOKIES 


N club in history had 
ever followed up 
promotion by winning the 
Premier League at first 
attempt. 

No coach had ever so 
outraged his opponents as did 
North Geelong's brash Branko 
Culina did on the eve of the 
very first Premier League 
finals series in 1992, 

If Culina's precious public 
prediction that his rookies 
would win the title surprised 
us all, his underrated team 
pulled off an even bigger 
stunner by proving their boss 
to be a fair judge. 

Established Bulleen was 
arriving as a force, Brunswick 
Juventus had won the title a 
year before and was building 
for the National League and 
Green Gully went into the 
finals with the most prolific 
goalscoring set-up in the 
league. 


Branko Culina: Coach of North Geelong in 1992 which 
shocked Brunswick United. 


In the end it came down to 
a Juventus — North Geelong 
showdown, with the west 
coast-based club still expected 
to finally falter in the 
remarkable bid to win the 
Victorian crown at first 
attempt. 

Even after 90 minutes of 
harrowing Grand Final 
football the crowd at Middle 
Park on that historic day didn't 
really expect the unknowns 
from North Geelong to upset 
the might of Juventus, 

With the game locked at 1- 
1 into extra time, the fitter and 
faster Warriors produced a 
whirlwind finish which 
flattened Juve and ended the 
final chapter of a remarkable 
fairytale story. 

A burst of three goals in 18 
minutes set up a still record 
Grand Final 4-1 scoreline, 

Culina's audacious record- 
setting Grand Final team 
included five players who 
stepped up to NSL level, with 
the Cervinski brothers and 
Steve Horvat particular 
success stories, 

Brunswick's subsequent 
elevation to the NSL meant a 
total of fifteen 1992 Grand 
Final starters got a taste of the 
national league following this

Peter Ollerton had been 
a certain finalist from mid- 
year and a probable Grand 
Final team on cementing top 
spot. 

Ollerton had come in from 
the coaching cold after a long 
suspension and produced a 
team reflective of the man 
himself; disciplined, resolute, 
experienced and particularly 
lethal. 

‘Ollie’s' return also heralded 
the reluctant return of Preston 
to the state competition after a 
decade in the National League 
and it was a question of 
character to see how the proud 
club would respond. 

Like North Geelong and 
Bulleen before them, the 
table-topping Lions had 
advanced straight into the 
big game after edging the 
reigning champions in a 
tense penalty shoot-out in 
the major semi final. 

Injury hit Altona Magic had 
crumbled when it counted, 
Sunshine had left the run too 
late once again and Bulleen 
had been stunned by rookies 
Port Melboume a game shy of 
back-to-back grand finals. 

Port's engaging style had 
won the hearts of Premier 
League fans and Takis 
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Svigos's newcomers 
entertained hopes of 
emulating North Geelong's 
fairytale rise in 1992. 

Tn the end the Grand Final 
came down to the most 
accomplished team in 
against the most 
enterprising, with the 
former, Preston, rolling home 
31. 

While the result might 
not have altered regardless, 
who didn't play on the day 
— and who wasn't 
expected to play a 
significant part — certainly 
affected the game. 

Port's dramatic four-week 
finals roller-coaster meant 
no Grand Final for 
suspended 24-goal forward 
Peter Psarros, injured key 
front man Terry Rizopoulos 
or suspended sweeper Leo 
Kyriakopoulos and the 
losses were telling. 

The last name likely to 
worry the Sharks was little- 
known Chris Sterjovski, the 
hopeful 18 year-old in a star- 
studded Preston line-up. By 
day's end the kid was a part of 
finals folklore, having scored 
the first Grand Final double 
and taken out the prestigeous 
Rooney Medal for a Grand 
Final MVP.
